DC Office on Aging Budget Allocation Narrative

DC Office on Aging (DCOA) develops a budget mark for services and supports to be delivered
in the community. The grantees are required to submit a proposal outlining allocation of funds,
targets and methods for delivering service, and other details provided in DCOA guidelines.
Proposals under a competitive bid process are reviewed by an independent panel; and proposals
under continuation grants are reviewed by DCOA grant monitors. Both use a structured
evaluation process and tool that is submitted to the Executive Director for final approval of the
grant. Beginning in FY 2018, DCOA competed all grants on a schedule through FY 2020.

The Federal grants provided under Older Americans Act (OAA) are allocated by need, types of
programs, size and impact of the program, and population.

Title 111 B is allocated to administrative support, case management, counseling, health
promotions, congregate meals, home delivered meals services for weekdays and
weekends.

Title 111 C1 and C2 are allocated to contractors producing and delivering congregate
meals and home delivered meals services.

Title 111 D is allocated to health promotion and wellness services.

Title 111 E caregivers grants are specific for Caregiver Case Management, Caregiver
supplemental and Caregiver respite services.

Title V1 is specific for abused elderly and Ombudsman services.
